Board at the June 15 meeting. 

Hansen outlined four scenarios that the district 
could find itself in in the aftermath of Proposal A. 

The budget possibilities run from a $588,780 worst 
case deficit to a $132,809 fund balance. 

The true statistics will probably be somewhere in 
between. 

“At this point, though, the board is unable to predict 
revenues because of legislative inaction,” Hansen 
said. 

The superintendent explained that state law re- 
quired a balanced budget by June 30. Consequently, 
many school districts are inflating revenues and will 
have to amend budgets monthly. 

Usually, the budget would only need amendment 
once or twice within a year. 

Hansen’s scenarios considered various legislative 
actions or inaction, East Jordan in-formula or out-of- 
formula, and the possible local override of the Headlee 
amendment. 

Nearly every scenario showed East Jordan school 
district to be in fiscal jeopardy. 

“The fiscal irresponsibility of the Michigan State 
Legislature has placed us in this position,” said Hansen. 
“Until they do the right thing, the outlook is bleak.” 

The renewal of the .25 millage for technological 
programs was good news for East Jordan schools. 
Combined with last year’s millage, the funds will 
bankroll the installation of a new Business Services 
Technology lab at the high school. 

The 22-work-station IMB lab will cost $71,340. 
That figure includes all hardware and software. Cable 
installation to provide power will add $10,000 to the 
bill. 

BST Program Director Jerry Hawes said the lab will 
be immediately functional and state of the art. 

“At the same time,” Hawes continued, “the lab has 


the capability to be expanded and up-dated. It will 
serve us for many years to come.” 

The lab will be in constant use throughout the 
school day. For this reason, six auxiliary stations will 
be provided in the media center for out of class use. 

The BST program will provided services to the 
teaching staff and the community. Plans for evening, 
summer and spring break activities are in the works. 

The 26 Macintosh computers presently at the high 
school will be recycled to the middle and elementary 
schools. 

Curriculum Director Anne Dingman gave a presen- 
tation on the work of the Drug Free Schools commit- 
tee. : 
According to state directive, the district has issued 
a written policy. The policy contains a philosophy 
statement and an outline of district activities in pre- 
vention, education and treatment. 

Also included in the statement are district expecta- 
tions for students and staff participating or attending 
extracurricular activities. 

School property will be tobacco free at all times. 
There will no longer be smoking allowed at school 
functions or on school grounds. 

Signs will be posted and announcements made at 
activities attended by the public. The school board 
hopes to be able to enlist public cooperation for this 
policy in a positive manner. 

Chief of Police John Imesonis now amember of the 
Drug Free team. He will receive training this summer 
in effective school/police department liaisons. 

Dingman, along with counselor Karen Starkey, also 
discussed how the policy aligns with the curriculum. 
All K-12 students receive drug prevention education. 

“We are presently in total compliance with the state 
mandates,” Dingman concluded. -

by DNR for Day Park were secured from 3 different sources and the 
value given is $320,000. Purchase price as of this meeting is 
$263,898.01. Grant approved by DNR is $176,000 and a donation 
willbe made by W. & V. Good of approximately $55,000, Deducting 
the grant and donation from the purchase price leaves a debt to the 
Township of about $89,000. The cost to the Township for services 
of Miller, Canfield & Assoc. would be $1,200.00. Ail Board mem- 
bers expressed their reasons for being in favor of the purchase of 
Day Park.
